A LAST APPEAL. 



We return to the subject of the un- 
paid cofferdam claims to make a last 
appeal to the Government on behalf of 
the holders of unsatisfied obligations in- 
curred by Reid BiiOTiiEits it Co. Many 
of the holders are workingmon, wliose 
resources are limited,^;'aDd -who have 
been kept out of their money" for sev- 
eral months. Other.s are storekeepers 
and manufacturers who supplied the 
contractors and workingmen ■with 
goods, relying on the supposed virtue of 
a certiGcatc from the Government en- 
gineer of work performed as. security 
for their pay. A. certificate from that 
ofiBcer had not failed on previous oc- 
casion to act as an "open sesame" to the 
Treasury; and it was felt that for the 
Govornniunt to decline to lionov the 
certificate of their engineer would bo 
to cast a slur on that gentleman's in- 
tegrity or competency. Somo six 
. months ago, armed with one of these 
ctrtificates for ujjwards of §5,000, the 
agent of the contractors presented 
himself at the ofliee of the Lands and 
"Works. Ho was courteously received 
by the Cliief Commissioner, "who issued 
a cheque or order on the Treasury for 
tiie amount called for by the certiB- 
cate. The agent carried the Chief 
Commissioner's order to the Treasury. 
He handed it to the Finance jMinister. 
That functionary examined tlie paper 
closely and presently remarked that he 
■would not pay it. The agent demand- 
ed its return. The Finance Minister 
locked it in his safe, and entrenched 
himself behind the counter. Back 
flew the agent to the Lands and "Works, 
but the Chief Commissioner had flitted 
to the Attorney General's office. Thith- 
er the indignant agent proceeded and 
found the Chief Commissioner en- 
sconced therein. He had changed 
characters meanwhile. In the Lands 
and "Works ofliee ho was the Chief 
Commissioner. In the Attorney Gen- 
eral's ofEce ho was the Attorney Gen- 
eral. As Chief Commissioner he had 
ordered the discharge of the claim. 
As -Attorney General he had instruct- 
ed the Finance Minister not to pay it. 
From the day when the iron doors of 
the Treasury vault closed upon it 
nothing has been seen of the Chief 
Commissioner's cheque by any one out- 
side the charmed circle of olficialdom. 
Frequent appeals have been made to 
the Government for the payment of 
the cheque so that the liabilities of the 
contractors might be discharged. Tlie 
Government has thus far turned a deaf 
ear to all applicants. While pro- 
fessing intense regard for the welfare 
of the workingmen thuy havo allowed 
aud are still allowing many of 
the class to suffer for the barest neces- 
saries of life. The Government have 
it in their power to relievo the suffer- 
ing — not from the "charitable allow- 
ance" vote, but by tho payment of a 
just claim. Should they do so without 
further delay they may not earn tho 
gratitude of* the workmen and store- 
keepers; but they will at least not con- 
tinue to be tho objects of their con- 
tempt. 

AN AiVTI-IIilSH P0L7C1. 



A few weeks since one of the Lon- 
don dailies that is supposed te reflect 
or foreshadow the Government policy 
had a remarkable article on tho condi- 
tion of Ireland aud the duty of the 
Government in dealing vrith that 
country. The paper took tho broad 
ground that the Green Isle was nearly 
ripe for rebellion; that tho inhabitants 
had made demands on the landlords 
and the Government which, if met, 
would amount to a virtual surrender of 
Ireland to its people and a disrup- 
tion of tho Empire. It drew attention 
to the fact that in every large trade 
and manufacturing centre throughout 
England and Scotland there existed 
Irish Associations, the members of 
which voted in a solid body for candi- 
dates who were supposed to represent 
their jieculiar views and who were 
pledged to support iromo Ilule. The 
Government were advised to ndopi 
vigorous steps towards Ireland and 
Irishmen; to put down sedition; to 
arrest those making seditious speeches, 
and, if forced to take extreme nicasuros, 
to appeal to tho country by a dissolu- 
tion of Parliament to sustain thcni. 
This article w,".s clearly a Govern- 
mental bid for the Anti-IrisU senti- 
ment of Great Britain. It was com- 
mented upon as such by the news- 
papers, and recent information receiv- 
ed by telegraph indicates that the sd- 
vico then given has been acted upon. 
The Government havo adopted a vigor- 
ous policy. They havo strengthened 
the garrisons, doubled the constabu- 
lary, and arrested speakers at public 
meetings. Every movement on the 
part of the Government seems to point 
to a desiro to court ratlior than to avoid 
a collision. Perhaps before many days 
the final act of the programme will bo 
announced in tho niiclst of a hubbub, 
the dissolution of tho British Parlia- 
ment and an appeal to tho conslitu- 
enoies. . 



Heoli&niCB' Zastituto. 

Editor Colonist: — Sir, — A few 
\yeek8 back your columns gavothe pub- 
lic a knowledge of the actual condition 
of the Mechanics' Institute of this city. 
Since then I have heard considerable 
discussion, especially among mechanic?, 
as to the causes of the unsatisfactory 
condition of so desirable an organiza- 
tion, and, also, hare had an interest 
awakened in myself, although almost a 
stranger in tho city. All admit tho 
advantages of a ^lochanics' Institute ; 
none can deny tho favorable location, 
the fine library, choice collection of 
magazines and papers, and the quiet 
and comfortable room, ^ wheroi clean I i- 
ness and good oi-doi* prevail. ' It is evi- 
dent, then, that tho people of "Victoria 
must be indifferent to the progress of 
intelligence in our day. Certainly 
young ladies and gents are "losing a 
golden opportunity," to benefit them- 
selves. As to the youug men, they, 
unfortunately, have far too many ga- 
thering places to spend their evenings, 
and oven leisure hours in day lime. 
Something is necessary to nuUce tiio 
Mechanics' Institute more attractivo ; 
lot tho ladies feel a deeper interest 
and by their attendance attract their 
acquaintances to the source of know- 
ledge where their minds will be im- 
proved. 

Lot me hero rcnnirk that it has boon 
custonniry for por.sons arriving from 
the mines and remaining in this city 
over winter to join the Mechanics' In- 
stitute. This season has not been fa- 
vorable to miners, generally, and the 
dollar a month is stated to be too 
high; half that amount would bo con- 
sidered reasonable, and be very likely 
to increase tho attendance. In good 
times half a dozen of dollars is not 
difficult to get hold of ; but not so at 
present. Prices that were charged 
when times were good should not bo 
maintained when tho greater number 
sought to be benefitted are not able to 
make ends meet, and indulge in luxur- 
ies. 

I am not aware what course tho 
committee in charge pux-pose taking, 
but believe a course of a dozen or more 
lectures and readings could be organ- 
,ized and made a success. Professional 
gentlemen and others quaililied in our 
midst, or convenient, no doubt would 
accept invitations to lend a helping 
hand to a praiseworthy object. Of 
course no gentleman would fail to 
select a suitable subject. 

A well regulated debating class 
would give both information and 
amusement, and benefit thoso taking 
part. With such entertainments pro- 
vided an appeal could bo made to tho 
ladies to not only attend themselves, 
but also induce friends to encourage an 
institution so well calculated to bene- 
fit all who come within its infiuenco. 
There may be those who feel that they 
know the best wny to conduct an insti- 
tution of this kind. These ai'e tho very 
people that should come to the front 
and rally around the oflicers who are 
now doing their best to make the Me 
chanics Institute of Victoria a success 
worthy of tho noble and generous 
spirit that founded it. It would be an 
everlasting disgrace to Victoria if this 
desirable Institution is permitted to 
fall, or even remain in its present 
crippled condition. In other places, 
under like circumstances, wealthy 
persons have came to tho rescue with 
donations, but here we cannot build 
upon liberality of this kind. There- 
fore it is earnestly hoped that all 
friendly to our Mechanics' Institute 
will, by kind words and generous ac- 
tions, do their part in the sustaining of 
so suitable a place of resort for thoso 
seeking to drink deep from tho foun- 
tains of knowledge, and prove that 
British Columbians are as intelligent 
and polite as residents of other lands — 
no matter whether east of the Eocky 
Mountains, in the neighboring lie- 
public, or in the Old World.

Tho London Court of Common Coun- 
cil recently refused, by a majority of 
more than three to one, to open tho 
Guildhall Library on Sunday, which 
had tho efTect of intensifying the dis- 
cussion on tho propriety o£ Sunday 
openings of such institutions, 

Mr. Gladstone ia expected to publish 
in tho University Mayazine a series of 
papers conveying hi.s impressions and 
exporiencea in Italy. It ia asserted by 
one to whom tho Premier has sketched 
his idea that tho series will embrace 
tho religious, political, and social aspect 
of united Italy. There is brisk cora- 
pction among publishers. One rather 
languishing periodical offered him 100 
guinias an article, the price ho receives 
from tho monthly reviews ; but though 
"The People's William" is keen about 
his money, he closed with humbler 
terras from the magazine of his selec- 
tion. 

Two Lincolnshire farmers sailed for 
Now Zealand from England, the other 
day, in compliance with a requisition 
from upwards of 500 fanners and land- 
owners, who occupy or own in the ag- 
gregate considerably more than 100,000 
acres, asking thorn to proceed to that 
colony, in order that, after personal 
inspection, they may report upon it ns 
a field for emigration for fanners of 
means and capitalists, with special re- 
ference to such as have had experienco 
of farming in Lincolnshire. 

A new invention has been tried 
with success in London in the 
utilization of the power generated in 
stopping street car.s for the purpose of 
;'r''tarting tlicni and thus saving tho 
extra oxoi tion of the horses. Tho con- 
ti ivanoo i.s a coiled spring, which is 
wound u)) by the fitopiniig of the car, 
and which, when released, acts on the 
wheels so as to impart motion. It acts, 
too, as an assistance to horses up a 
steep grade, tho power having boon ac- 
quired in proceeding down grade and 
kept stored up in tho spring until the 
energy is required. 

A literary property was sold the 
other day in London, which strikingly 
illustrates the vicissitudes of a literary 
apecuUttion. The Hnrnct was put up 
and knocked down for one hundred 
pounds and a few sliillinga It was 
started ten or twelve years ago. At 
two years old it wag returning as many 
thousands a year j at three it had de- 
clined, and was sold for four thousand 
pounds. To shorten the tale, stinging 
feebly, it went from bad to worse, 
until a few months ago, when the 
Wcstmin.ster As,sociation, whoso affairs 
are in Chancery, bought it for fifteen 
hundred pounds. Since then good 
writing has appeared in it, but not 
Petrarch nor Burns could galvanize 
into vitality tho dying sheet, which 
went, with fixtures, plant, and prestige, 
for a hundred. 

The London Standard denies tho re- 
port that Sir John Holker is to bo ap- 
pointed Lord Chief Baron of the Ex- 
chequer Division in tho place of Sir 
Fitzroy Kelly, who is to be raised to 
the peerage. 

A Shrewd Darkey. — "Dat cuHud 
pussun on do jury, hitn's de man I ob- 
I ject to," said a negro when put on trial 
j in the Jlarion (S. C,) court the other 
day.

(Paris Corr. London Telagiapli.J 
The amnestied Cummunists who 
were brought over in tho Calvados ar- 
rived, as stated, in Paris at seven 
o'clock last evening. They wero 400 
in number, and another batch of 50 is 
expected soon. The Boulevard de 
I'Hospital and Garo d Orleans wero 
crowded with eager sjiectators, among 
whom were noticed Mr Clemenceau, 
the woll-known deputy for Mont jMar- 
tre, and M. Humbert, tho now Muni- 
cipal Councillor, himself an amnestied 
Communist. Tho travellers wore well 
looked after "by the various committees 
of succor, and the restaurants and wine 
shops in the neighborhood drove a good 
trade. Women, young and old, went 
round, bag in hand, for subscriptions, 
a remarkablo pretty girl, adorned with 
flaming red ribbons, being successful, 
Tho "J'reics egurca" Imd a very warm 
reception indeed, though, like their 
predecessors, thoy looked careworn and 
hardly in a position to appreciate the 
ovation of which they woro tho object, 
cries of "Vivo la Eequbliquo!" and 
"Vivo rAmnistiol" wero heard on all 
sides; but tho Globe., & Bepublicau jour- 
nal, whoso good faith is unimpeachable, 
and which had a reporter on tho spot, 
adds that tho words f'Vive la Com 
muuol" soon drowned all the rest. Tho 
Globe devote.'! a loading article on the 
subject this morning, and stij^s that 
there is no longer any doubt that thu 
spectre of the Eevolution is rising be- 
fore the Republic. Brusquely we are 
carried back eight years and are told, 
"What you term national justico has 
only been injustice; those whom you 
havo branded as criminals have been 
the true patriots. This lias boon our 
thought for the past eight years. To- 
day we can speak it right out. Now 
you are warned." Warned wo are, but 
not surprised, ia tho comment of the 
Globe. ^Onthisqucstion the Government 
is, if it will, stronger than ever be- 
cause it is hotter supported, now that 
it is provoked, if not threatened. On 
the other hand, if the amnesty only 
pleases a few. Article 7 displeases a 
great many persons. Will there ever 
be an end to tho illusion that bargains 
are to be made with tho Intransi 
geantl Tho Government, which has 
just hoard the injunctions of its worst 
enemies, ought at length to heed the 
wishes of tho whole country. The 
country wishes to know, and the sooner 
tho better, whither it is being led. 
These observations of the Globe, which 
I have reproduced at some length, are 
no pessimist picture, but a faithful ex- 
pression o£ the feeling prevalent among 
moderate-minded men. The return of 
tho amnestied Communists, instead of 
being regarded with gratitude by their 
lutransigeaut friends, has been convert- 
ed into a specimen of triumph, and in- 
terpreted as a proof of the weakness of 
the Governmeht.

1. Child two years old has an attack 
of croup at night. Doctor at distance. 
What is to be done? 

Tho child should be immediately un- 
dressed and put in a warm bath. Then 
give an emetic compound of one part 
of antimony wine to two of ipecac 
Tho doso is a teaspoouful. If tho an- 
timony is not handy give warm water, 
mustard and water or any other simple 
emetic; dry the child and wrap it care- 
fully in a warm blanket. 

2. Some one's nose bleeds and the 
blood cannot be stopped. 

Take a plug of lint, moi.sten, dip in 
equal parts of powdered alum and gum 
arable and insert in the nose. Bathe 
the forehead in cold water* 

3. A young lady sits in a draught and 
comes home witii a v(;;y bad sore 
throat. 

Wrap flannel around the throat, 
keeping out of draughts and sudden 
changes of atmosphere, and every half 
hour take a pinch of chloride of potash, 
place it on the tonguo and allow it to 
dissolve in tho mouth. 

4. A child falls backward into a tub 
of water and is much scalded. 

Carefully undress the child, lay it on 
the bed, on its breast if the back is 
scalded; be sure all draughts arc cx

MiDDLEsnououou IN ITS Decay A 

correspondent of the Daily Mews gives 
a sad picture of the town of Middles- 
borough. A few years ago this was 
one of the most flourishing towns in 
tho North of England. In twenty 
years its population had multiplied 
from 8,000 to more than -10,000, and 
there seemed no limit to its growth. 
But the depression of the iron trade 
and the substitution of steel for iron 
has thrown Middlesborough into great 
distress. Eighty-six of its one hundred 
and sixiy-fivo blast furnaces, the most 
expensively built in the world, are idle 
and there is no prospect that thoy can 
again be opened. Its rail mills are 
useless till they receive new machinery 
which there is no capital to purchasa 
The mansions of its iron masters, 
palaces most of them, arc closed. Tho 
billiard-room of one of those places 
itsalf cost .£50,000 — the walls being 
decorated by an A ssooiato of the Eoyal 
Academy. This was but one of many 
examples of tho magnificent extrava- 
gance which has been oneof tho growths 
of mushroom prosperity. Nearly 
all the leading men in tho town aro 
now poor. Rents have fallen more 
than 50 per cent. Properties will not 
realize tho mortgages upon them. 
Hundreds of houses are empty; dozens 
of ^ops aro closed; and ap.wards of 5,- 
000 men, women and ohildr^a are starv- 
ing.

A ver7 Littlo B07, in&ooA. 

In a small frame building in West 
Fifty-fourth street, near Ninth avenue 
New York, is, perhaps, the tiuest 
specimen of humanity to bo found in 
any part of the world. Mrs. George 
Froram, the mother, says that at the 
birth of her baby boy, three weeks ago, 
it weighed only cloven ounces and 
three-quarters, its height being five 
inches, and breadth across the shoul- 
ders two and a-half. Three weeks 
have developed the child into larger 
proportions, e.9pecially the head, whioh 
was at first no bigger than an apple. 
On the 4th inst. this wonderful baby 
was baptized in tho German Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Forty-second 
street, bis father's name, George being 
chosen. Mrs. Fromm is a good naturcd 
pleasant looking woman of German 
birth, five feet seven inches in height, 
weighing 135 pounds. Tho father of 
the tiny babo weighs about 160 
pounds. Eleven years havo elapsed 
since their marriage, and they have 
had five other children, all of the or- 
dinary height and weight The mother 
is particually atached to her -last mite, 
who promises to become a sound, 
healthy child. Regular features and 
bright clear eyes, with fine delicate 
skin, arc its distinguished characterics. 
The lingers and toes arc so small that 
a iniscroscope would bo a good thing 
for a visit to take in his pocket. 

The Piuson Life of tho Directors of 
tho City of Glasgow Bank, liberated on 
tho 1st ult. from Ayr Prison was not a 
hard one; in fact, it would appear 
that, as compared with their fellow- 
prisoners, they have fared sumptuously 
every day. All tho prisoners in Ayr 
Prison — Glasgow Bank Directors in- 
cluded (except Mr. Salmond, who was

doing their tasks, another prisoner was 
put into the coll along with them dur- 
ing the day to assist, as a failure to 
make up tho necessary complement 
would have entailed ihe loss of their 
bed or supper.

iii RegtUftte'tlie Saxiltavr Condition of 
tho Oity of Victoria. 

Be tt enacted by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as fallows: 

1, , It shall not bo lawful to let or occu- 
py, oraufTur to be occupied, as a dwolling 
any room unluss tho following rcqtiirc- 
xnonts aro complied with, thiit i.s to s.ay: 
frt^ Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic foot of space 
for each person occupying the same, 
(i)^ Unless such room has a window 
mado to open in a manner apni'ored 
by tho Board of Health or Health 
Officer of tho City. 
Cc^ Unless there is appurtenant to bucIi 
room tho use nf a wutor clo.scl , cartii 
ek'Ect or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or covcrintis, to tho .satis- 
faction of liio Ijoard of Health, or 
Health Officer of tho City. 

2. Any person who lots, occupjies, or 
knowingly suffers to be occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every .such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding ^50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of tho Peace 
before whom he may be convicted. 

3, Any room in which any person pas-ses 
tho night, or tho principal -part of the 
night, shall bo deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho moaning of this By- 
law. 

•1. Whcro two convictions against the 
provisions of this Byhiw relating to tho 
occupation . of a room as a dwolling liavo 
tak'oQ place within throe months (wliothor 
tho porsous so convicted were or wore not 
the siftnio)^any Justice of tho Peace may 
direct the closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of the premises to which it belongs, for 
:^uch time as he may deem necessary, 01 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
H^th, Officer of tho City pornianontly to 
dose the same. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."
